2. The application has been amended as follows: 

1 . (Currently Amended) A method for processing one or more mail pieces, 
comprising: 

performing bv a mail processing system, the steps of: 

receiving a postage amount entered by a user, said postage amount to be 
applied to said one or more mail pieces; 

searching stored information including one or more rate tables for one or more 
classes of service having a postage rate that matches said postage amount; 

if no class of service having a postage rate that matches said postage amount is 
found, displaying an error message; 

if one or more classes of service having a postage rate that matches said 
postage amount is found, displaying said found one or more classes of service to said 
user; 

receiving a selected class of service, said selected class of service being 
selected by said user from said displayed one or more classes of service; 
applying said postage amount to said one or more mail pieces; and 
storing transaction information for each of said one or more mail pieces, said 
transaction information including said postage amount and said selected class of 
service. 
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Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Pintsov, et al., U.S. Pat. No. 4,829,443 (Reference A of the 
attached PTO-892) teaches rapid determination of a value of postage required for a 
mailpiece by a table search technique which searches for and locates the value of 
postage in a predetermined table of postage values, the search being guided by the 
information provided by a predetermined data key. Solondz, et al., U.S. Pat. No. 
5,602,742 (Reference B of the attached PTO-892) teaches a system that provides for 
franking postage for any given country; purchasing private courier postage; comparing 
rates of various courier services; optimizing postage rates; purchasing telephonically 
postage for the necessary service; tracking customer usage; and, printing the postmark 
of the corresponding service and amount directly on the parcel envelope or specially 
designed labels. Mattioli, et al., U.S. Pat. No. 6,286,009 (Reference C of the attached 
PTO-892) teaches a platform independent rate data structure for representing a rate 
chart for a carrier manager system and a method of calculating a rate using the platform 
independent rate data structure and carrier rate calculation software of the carrier 
manager system. Bleumer, Secure PC-Franking for Everyone, Francotyp-Postalia, 
2000 (Reference U of the attached PTO-892) discloses selection features of open- 
metering systems.
